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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1 and 9 contain allowable subject matter. None of the prior 
art of record shows or fairly suggests the claimed invention. 

Regarding claim 1 : 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 1 is the inclusion of a rotation 
angle calculating method of a wire harness, in which a rotation angle of the wire 
harness is calculated at an arbitrary measuring point of the wire harness when 
the wire harness is deformed from a first shape to a second shape while a fixed 
point of the wire harness is fixed, the rotation angle calculating method, including 
the steps of adding the angles to each other so as to calculate a rotation angle 
having a rotation direction at the measuring point. It is these features found in the 
claim, as they are claimed in the combination, that has not been found, taught or 
suggested by the prior art of record which makes this claim allowable over the 
prior art. 

Claims 2-8, and 10-15 are allowed due to their dependency on claim 1 . 



Regarding claim 9: 
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The primary reason for the allowance of claim 1 is the inclusion of a rotation a 
rotation angle calculating apparatus for calculating a rotation angle of the wire 
harness at an arbitrary measuring point of the wire harness when the wire 
harness is deformed from a first shape to a second shape while a fixed point of 
the wire harness is fixed, the rotation angle calculating apparatus, Including an 
angles adding unit, which adds the angles to each other so as to calculate a 
rotation angle having a rotation direction at the measuring point. It is these 
features found in the claim, as they are claimed in the combination, that has not 
been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record which makes this claim 
allowable over the prior art.
